Salamander 


Report 





Where was the hotel? Where were the saloons? The clues left by the rows of rocks and 
bricks were confusing. We finally found main street. We had walked over it many 
times, but tailed to put two and two together. There were adjoining foundations, some 
with basements. One had a big pile of bricks near the back, perhaps the remains of a 
bank vauit. In front of the row of foundations was a walkway covered with cinders. 


Rich and [ started screening under the cinders, digging down to hardpan at about 2 
feet. We spent all afternoon digging a 3-foot wide trench about 20 foot long, next to the 
front of the foundations. We found very few artifacts in this dirt, but what made it 
worthwhile was the coins, 7 on all, dated 1890 to 1910. 


Suddenly Rich jumped back. There struggling in the loose dirt was a salamander. It's 
been 40 or 50 years since I've seen a real live salamander, but it was unmistakable, about 
6 inches long, a gray-green color, with faint banding on it's back. [f [ hadn’t seen it with 
my own eves, [ wouldn't have believed that salamanders could survive out in the 
Wyoming desert. But there he was. This was not a lizard. It's skin was not dry and scaly 
like a lizard, but smooth and shiny like a frog. 


Salamanders normally live in the east, in deciduous forests under the thick layer of fallen 
leaves on the forest floor. They are also commonly seen in caves and wet basements and 
cellars. 


The little fellow was surprised to be suddenly out in the bright light, and was a bit 
groggy. I knew he couldn't survive for long out in the hot sun and dry air. I wanted to 
move him to the bottom of one of the old basement holes where the ground was still wet 
from the rain of a few days ago. 


Not to say that ['m squeamish about touching creepy crawly things, but I chose to scoop 
him up with the shovel to fling him into the old basement. It took several tries, cause he 
was just lively enough to crawl away each time I pushed the shovel under him. 


With the salamander safely out of the way, we continued screening, and found a few 
more silver dimes. 


Eventually exhaustion overcomes excitement. You know there's more coins, but you 
aven't found anv in the !ast few screens, and there's soup and Doritos waiting tn the 
camper.

Ilow deep is it buried? We had to go home the next afternoon. 

Frost covered the camper windows in the morning, but my mind was clear. [ understood 


the story of main street. Someone had dug and screened in front of those stores before 
us. That's why the dirt was loose, and the cinders were on the surface, and that was why 
the only place we found coins was at the 2.': foot depth, where the previous treasure 
hunters had failed to scrape the hard pan. All we had to do was to dig a bit further away 
from the foundations, at the edge of the walkway, out where the horses were tied, where 
the big sage grew undisturbed. A salamander is a good omen. 


Obviously, Rich was not as inspired as me. He went off to another junk pile, leaving me 


to find the treasure alone. [| dug out 2 large old sage bushes, and made a hole 3 foot wide, 


3 foot deep and 6 foot long. [t took me that much effort to admit that | was wrong. | had 
found nothing. 


With only 2 hours lett before we had to load up and go home, | took my screen and 
shovel over toward the residential part of town, taking samples here and there. [ founda 


few marbles, and at one place. several cork-top medicine bottles—broken of course. But, 


in among them was a glass eye. It was too large to be a doll's eye, concave shaped, like 
an extra large contact lens. When [ cleaned it, and looked into it's depths, the detail was 
so lifelike, it was eerie. The iris was blue, with a touch of brown right next to the deep 
black pupil. In the white part, radiating toward the edges, were tiny red blood vessels. A 
real glass eve! I could dig for 8 hours a day every day for the rest of my life, and never 
find another. I was all set for Halloween. 


A few weeks later. someone more experienced with prosthetic eyes than me said my 


glass eye must be trom a large doll, or a manikin. Eyes made for humans were actually 
not glass, but made from a kind of ceramic. They were solid and egg-shaped. 


The moral to this story: 


Never trust a salamander, 
no matter what color he is.
